Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant agent, Mr. Huang, requested the examiner's opinion 
as to proposed amendments to independent claims 1 and 6. The examiner's opinion, after looking at the proposed 
claims was that the claims would be both rejected under 35 USC 1 12 2nd paragraph as being indefinite, as well as 
beinq maintained under 35 USC 102 by Crouch. The reasons as seen by the examiner is that the Disclosure is very 
broad in respect to input signals to the invention, rendering the proposed claims to be broad enough to maintain the 
Crouch rejections, and the subject claims would additionally be rejected as being indefinite for failing to describe the 
invention disclosed. The examiner also indicated to Mr Huang that upon re-opening the case, for instance under an 
RCE, an amendment to the disclosure and claims to further disclose the invention would necessitate a new search of 
comparable art up to the date of the RCE.
